TENSION ; Over the pattern, 6 stitches and 12 row? to | inch. 

MEASUREMENTS i The Matinee— To fait a 17 to IS inch chest; length 
from shoulder 9 inches ; sleeve seam, 6 inches. 

The Baa tees.—Leg length, 4 inches ; foot length, 3* inches. 
ABBREVIATIONS: K,, knit] p. r purl: st,. stitch: sti., stitches; rep.. 
repeat; tog., together; inc., increase (by working twice into some it.); dec.. 
decrease (by taking 2 its. to*.); w,fd., wool forward ; w.r.n., wooi round needle;

THE RIGHT FRONT 

With No. 12 needles, cast on 25 sis. and 
work 20 rows in same rib as given at 
start of back. 

Change to No. ID needles and rep. the 
8 pattern rows as given for back. 6 times. 

Now shape raglan armhole and com¬ 
mence front decreases as follows : 

Work 1st to 32nd shaping rows of left 
front, but read each pattern and dec, row 
backwards. Thus 1st shaping row would 
be worked as follows : " K, 2 tog, for first 


front dec., k. 21, k, 2 tog, for armhole." 
After completing the 32nd raw, proceed 
in g.-st-K but dec. I st. ac end of next and 
every folTowing alternate row until 2 sts, 
remain. Next row : K* 2. Take remain- 
png 2 sts. tog. and fasten off. 

THE SLEEVES (both alike} 

With No. 10 needles, cast on 32 its. 

Change to No, 12 needles and work 
13 rows in k. I, p. I rib. Next row : 
Rib 3, (ine. in next st„ rib 5) to last 5 sts,, 
Inc, in next st-, rib 4, 

Changing to No. 10 needles, rep, the 8 
pattern rows as given for back, once, then 
keeping continuity of the pattern, Inc. 

1 st, ai each tnd of next row and every 
following 0th row until there are 49 ju. 
Work 7 rows straight. 

To shape top, work 1st to 8th armhole 
shaping rows of back once. 

9th and every foil awing alternate 
row j K. 2 tog., k. to laic 2 scs. t k.

DO REMEMBER 

THE final success of these designs depends largely on working exactly ta the 
1 tension given. 

j Use goad quality wool ond always check your tension by knitting up a square of the 
pattern before starling to knit any garment—if necessary try out the pattern with 
different size needles until the correct tension is obtained—you will need forger 
siie needles if you knit tr^JT-tily^ smaller sine needles if you work loosely. 

Different brands of wool vary a great deal from each other, even when they are of 
f the some ply, some being tightly, same loosely spun. Thii results in a thinner ar 
Thicker thread, and more or fewer yards por ounce. This in turn affects the tension. 
e and also the number of ounces required fo complete o garment. 

7here ore two main types of wool. 11 botany ** and " crdisbnetf." Botany is of a 
: fine. Soft quality with long yardage per ounce- Crossbred is a cheaper, coarser wool , 

: hut very hardweoring: ft weighs heavily, so has fewer yards per ounce. When 

j substituting Crossbred for botany, remember tq afiqw a little extra wool. 












the ribbing. Join shaped edges of sleeve 
tops to corresponding edges of back and 
fronts, leaving the cast-off group at top of 
each sfeeve free to complete neckline. 
Join side and sleeve seams. 

The Strapping : With No. 12 needles, 
cast on 5 sts. 

M.-st* row ; K, I, (p. I, k, I) to end* 

Rep* the m.-st. row 3 times more. 


Buttonhole row : K. I, p. I, w.r,n M 
p. 2 tog., k. I. 

Work I I rows in m.-st., then rep. the 
buttonhole row. 

Rep. last 12 rows 3 times more, then 
continue in m.-st. until strapping is long 
enough to fit along both front edges and 
across back neck. Cast off. Sew on 
strapping. Add buttons. 


The Bootees 


With No. 1 C needles, cast on 31 sts. and 
rep. the 8 pattern rows as given for back 
of jacket* 3 times, then work 1st to 4th 
rows inclusive once again. Next row : K. 

Next row ; (K. 2 tog., w.fd., k. 2) to 
last 3 sts., k. 2 tog.* w.fd,* k. I. Now work 
4 rows in m.-st. as given for strapping of 
jacket. Next row j M.-st. 21 ; turn, 
slipping remaining 10 sts. on to a piece of 
white thread. Next row : M.-st. 11 ; 
turn, slipping remaining sts. on to a piece 
of black thread. Work 18 rows in m.-st. 
on these 11 sts. for instep. Next row : 
K. the 11 instep sts,, then pick up and k. 
12 sts. along the row-ends of instep, after 
which k. the 10 sts. from white thread. 

Next row : K. 33, then pick up and k. 


12 sts. along other side of instep after 
which k. the 10 sts. from black thread. 
Work 8 rows in g.-st. on these 55 sts. 

1st shaping row : K. 2, k. 2 tog., k. 16, 
k, 2 tog., k, 11* k. 2 tog,* k. 16, k, 2 tog., 
k. 2. 2nd and every alternate row : K. 

3rd row : K. 2, k. 2 tog., k, 15, k, 2 
tog., k. 9* k. 2 tog.* k. 15, k. 2 tog., k. 2. 

Sth row : K. 2, k. 2 tog., k. 14, k. 2 tog,, 
k. 7, k* 2 tog., k. 14, k, 2 tog,* k. 2, 

7th row : K, 2* k. 2 tog.* k. 13, k, 2 
tog,* k, 5, k. 2 tog., k* 13, k. 2 tog*, k. 2. 
Sth row : K. Cast off. 

Press lightly. Join underfoot and leg 
seams. Thread a 13^-inch length of ribbon 
through holes at ankle. 

Make another bootee in the same way. 


Matinee and Bootees (3 to 6 months) 


MATERIALS : Allow 4 ozs. of good quality Baby Quick Knitting Wool for matinee 
and I oz. for bootees ; I pair each of Nos, 9 and 11 knitting needles ; 5 buttons for 
matinee and £ yard of ribbon for bootees, 

TENSION : Over the pattern * I I stitches to 2 inches and 1 1 rows to I inch, 
MEASUREMENTS t The Matinee —To suit a 19 to 20 inch chest size f length 
from shoulder t 10 inches; sleeve seam, 6| inches* 

The Bootees —Leg length * 4£ inches ; foot length * 4 inches , 

ABBREVIATIONS AND NOTE ON THE PATTERN : As for first size * 
TO MAKE 

Work as given for first size, but use No* I I needles, instead of No. 12, and 
No* 9 needles, where No* 10 are mentioned. 


The Shawl 


MATERIALS : Allow 12 ozs, of good quality Baby Quick Knitting Wool ; I pair 
of No. 9 knitting needles , 

TENSION : II stitches to 2 inches and I I rows to I inch, 

MEASUREMENTS : Widths about 30 inches ; length* 37 inches, 

ABBREVIATIONS ; See page 2* 


TO MAKE 

Cast on 165 sts, M*-st, row : K. I, 
(p. I, k* I) to end. 

Rep. the m.-st, row 23 times more, 
1st pattern row : M.-st. 13 for border* 
then k. to last 13 sts.* m.-st. 13 for border. 

2nd row ; M.-st. 13, (k, J, w.fd., k. 2 
tog.* k. I, k. 2 tog.* w.fd.) to last 14 sts.* 
k. I* m.-st. 13. 3rd row: As 1st. 4th 
row : M,-st. 13, k. 2, (w.fd., dec. 2* w.fd,* 
k. 3) to last 18 sts., w.fd*, dec. 2* w.fd,, k. 2, 


m.-st. 13. 5th row : As 1st, 6th row : 
M.-st. 13, k, I* (k. 2 tog.* w.fd.* k* I, w.fd.* 
k. 2 tog., k. I) to last 13 sts,, m_-st. 13, 

7th row : As 1st. Sth row : M.-st. 13, 
k, 2 tog, t (w.fd.* k. 3, w.fd.* dec, 2) to 
last 18 sts,* w.fd., k. 3, w.fd., k. 2 tog,, 
m.-st, 13. 

These 8 rows comprise the pattern for 
shawl. Rep, them 43 times more, then 
rep. the m,-st. row 24 times. Cast off. 
Press work lightly. 
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
